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Council to purchase ladder truck for $4500

Councilman Clem Bartolai led the City Council 
Tuesday evening in accepting Fire Chief Edward 
Tracy’s quest for a 1%7 Seagrave Ladder Truck 
for $4500 when he said, “What we’re getting in 
dollar value and the value to the city is the best 
investment I can think of.’’ 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams agreed, “It’s the 
best $4500 we’ll spend this year.’’ 

Tracy’s detailed presentation explained why the 
city needed the ladder truck and the council gave 
him a unanimous “yes” vote. 

In other news, two points from the provisions 
affecting Arcadia’s Design Concept for Orange 
Grove were inadvertently omitted at the last Sierra 
Madre City Council meeting so it was back on the 
agenda Tuesday evening. The Sierra Madre Bill of 
Particulars was published in last week’s paper, Oct. 3. 

City Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray 
answered to charges from residents that the Sierra 
Madre City Council had been “intimidated and 
pressured” into passing the resolution to begin plans 
for Orange Grove reconstruction, when she stated, 
“I didn’t want to pass the resolution (at the Oct. 1 
meeting); however, the process is what has to occur. 
By putting the resolution behind us, we would have 
time to look at it in depth later. Until the design is 
in place, we could not go further...We will keep 
close tabs on the process. It’s the process moving 

forward, not the design.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Adams said, “It is not a fait 
accompli. We will still deliberate (on the design).” 

Both Joylouise Smith and Lee Cline had 
cautioned the council not to react to the Arcadia 
City Council’s threats. Cline said, “They raised 


their side by five miles per hour (of Orange Grove, 
which is owned jointly by the two cities). If it’s so 
unsafe (as the Arcadia City Council has intimated), 
then why did they raise it?” 

The council agreed to execute the amended 
resolution that was passed at the last meeting. 

In other action, the council accepted Willdan 
Associates’ bid of $1600 for the Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grant Program for the 17th year Handy¬ 
man Improvement Program. The amount to be 
received is $55,817, and Willdan will do the inspec¬ 
tions and work-write-ups for each residential unit as 
well as following through with bids and total finan¬ 
cial management. 

Shelby Pope, speaking as president of Beautifi¬ 
cation Committee, accepted the city’s suggestion that 
the city would place, remove or exchange the hang¬ 
ing baskets in the business district on four occa¬ 
sions per year as determined by the committee. 
The city will also water the existing hanging baskets 
once a week, at about 6 a.m. The city and the 
committee will unite in purchasing new watering 
equipment. 

Beautification Contmittee will maintain and 
plant the hanging baskets while not on display and 
will be responsible for maintenance and review of 
the baskets placed within the Central Business Dis¬ 
trict. They will also do supplemental watering of 
the baskets. 

MacGillivray suggested that the committee 
“take a look at other objectives such as trees with 
a plaque. Or perhaps you could gather flowers into 
a large area.” 

The council decided to re-appoint (with possible 


additions) the Ad Hoc Tree Preservation Committee 
from 1990 and those people include; Arthur Beggs, 
Lee Cline, Charles Corp, Eph Konigsberg, Shirley 
McGillicuddy, Midge Morash and William Schmidt. 

Bartolai suggested that after these people are 
contacted, they re-evaluate the criteria in the original 
Tree Preservation Ordinance and remove all of those 
items that were unacceptable earlier. 

Adams said, “Let’s define their mission.” 

By the first meeting in November this should be 
accomplished. 

Western Waste Industries, the city’s refuse 
company, will receive a raise for the next year. Each 
single family unit will pay $11 per month, including 
S7.50 for operating expenses and $3.50 for landfill 
fees. Duplex and multiple family units will pay more,. 
such as duplex: $14 for operations, $7 for landfill 
and multiple family units will pay according to their 
units. Three-unit groups will pay a monthly total 
of $31; four, $41; five, $51 and six, $61. 

Funds from the sale of recycled materials will 
be divided between the city and Western Waste on a 
50-50 basis, as before. 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan and the mayor pro 
tern agreed to looking into Joylouise Smith’s sug¬ 
gestion to plan some sort of memorial service in 
Sierra Madre on the 50th anniverary of Pearl Harbor 
Day, Dec. 7.

Capital improvement projects 
to replace mains, fix streets 


Kev Tcharkhoutian, director of public works for 
Sierra Madre, explained capital improvement pro¬ 
jects at Tuesday’s City Council meeting. 

A total of $615,000 will take care of water main 
replacements on the following streets: Grandview 
Avenue, $240,000; Carter, $170,000; Manzanita 
Avenue, $50,000; Auburn, $115,OCX); and South 
Canon, $40,000. 

Tcharkhoutian said that Zimmerman consulting 
Engineers are now preparing plans and these prelim¬ 
inary drawings should be completed by the end of 
this month. The project will be ready to bid by mid- 
November and the tentative bid opening date is 
Dec. 7. Construction should begin the first week of 
January, 1992.

A street improvement project will cost $650,000 
for overlay and reconstruction of Manzanita, S. 
Canon, Windsor Lane, Victoria Lane, Grove, Carter, 
Montecito, Mariposa, Highland, Auburn and 
Alegria. 

Approved plans should be ready for bid by the 
end of November. Construction will be started in 
mid-April. Funds have been budgeted and are avail¬ 
able in the 1991-92 budget adopted by the council 
in June, 1991. 

Also on the construction docket is a 6-inch 
sewer main, underground electrical, telephone cable 
conduits and an 8-inch cast iron drain pipe to serve 
the businesses at 14 to 24 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. - 
the “burned out” areas that have been rebuilt. 

The Grandview Avenue sewer project will serve 
10 residences, originally served by septic cesspools. 
That project should be completed by the end of this 
month. Fifty percent of the property owners have 
paid their shares. 


On Nov. 3, members of the Sierra Madre Po¬ 
lice Department will participate in America’s largest 
one-day motorcycle ride to benefit the Muscular 
Dystrophy Association (MDA). Department 
members are soliciting public support for this worth¬ 
while charity. 

Last year, members collected over $4600, which 
was donated to MDA. This year, officers hope to 
collect $7500 or more to donate to MDA.

Assemblyman Mountjoy speaks during 
DAR Columbus Quincentennial

To honor the beginning of the 500th Anniver¬ 
sary of the Discovery of America, Alhambra- 
San Gabriel Chapter, NSDAR will hold their monthly 
catered luncheon meeting on Thursday, Oct. 10, 
at the historic Essick House, 550 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., Sierra Madre, California. Mrs. George 
Ramirez, Regent and Columbus Quincentennial 
Chairman will preside. 

Keynote speaker will be the Hon. R. L. Mount- 
joy, California State Assemblyman. 

Christopher Columbus was born in Genoa, 
Italy, in September, 1451. He had long cherished 
the idea of finding a New World, and in his 
association with Portugese sailors became convinced 
that there were great lands beyond the horizon. 

On Aug. 3, 1492, the voyagers weighed anchor 
with 39 men on the “Santa Maria,” 26 men on 
the “Pinta,” and 22 on the “Nina,” a total of 87. 
Columbus was Commander of the “Santa Maria,” 
the Flag Ship. From this point on, every school 
child has learned of the voyages of Commodore 
Columbus. 

The newly discovered lands were called America 
in honor of Amerigo Vespucci, a Florentine and an 
excellent navigator who presented himself to Colum¬ 
bus. Christopher Columbus died May 20, 1506. 


Assemblyman Richard Mountjoy is a native 
Californian; he was born and reared in the 42nd 
Assembly District and educated in the Arcadia and 
Monrovia public schools. Since his school days, Dick 
has worked most of his time in the construction 
business and has built a thriving general contract¬ 
ing company based in Monrovia.

Orange Grove 
as It Is’ 

I cannot sit quietly by 
without sending this note 
to our Sierra Madre 
Council and to the Sierra 
Madre News: 

Forty years ago this 
month our family pur¬ 
chased our little turn-of- 
the-century bungalow on 
Orange Grove. It was 
filled with all manner 
of fruit trees and alive 
with flowers. There was 
also a place for a horse. 

A year ago, with my 
family all gone, I was 
about to sell for practical 
reasons but could not And 
a single place in this 
valley that could ever 
compare with the neigh¬ 
borly atmosphere of 
Orange Grove, the rustic 
beauty, the friendliness 
of the joggers and foot 
traffic who stop to visit. 
Even the newcomers feel 
the friendliness of Sierra 
Madre and this street. 

This is the third time 
since coming here that 
this threat of widening 
and tree destruction has 
come up. Our case was 
won the first time with 
the help of influential 
residents and attorneys. 

The second time our 
Council, the Mayor in 
particular, came, looked 
at the trees, listened to 
us and left us alone ex¬ 
cept for a little re-surfac¬ 
ing. 

Now, for the third time, 
the project has come up 
again. I know I speak 
for our old neighbors who 
are thoroughly disheart¬ 
ened at the move, which 
the promotors say is in 
the name of “safety.” 
Orange Grove is one of 
the safer streets in this 
town and will remain so 
unless we change it to 
accommodate the speed¬ 
ers and the dumpsters. 
By the way, the dump¬ 


sters are not on the 
street in the heavy traffic 
hours. 

Put yourselves in our 
place. How would you 
like to see bulldozers 
coming down your street, 
tearing down beautiful, 
shade-casting trees to be 
replaced with asphalt and 
speeding cars? Wouldn’t 
you fight, too? 

In the name of fair¬ 
ness and consideration 
for the beauty around us, 
let’s draw up a simple 
plan for resurfacing and 
repair and leave the 
rest alone. When money 
is so badly needed for 
worthwhile projects, 
let’s concentrate on these 
and let our Council not 
be intimidated into bow¬ 
ing down to Arcadia. Let 
the hasty drivers take 
the freeways, which at 
great expense were built 
for busy traffic, and keep 
our residential streets for 
the residents and not for 
the “Get home quick” 
transients. 

If the Councils are 
weary of this project, so 
are we. We are not a 
complaining bunch of old 
timers, as was intimated 
by the press, but a group 
of home-loving and sin¬ 
cere Americans who are 
only trying to work this 
out and trust our Council 
to help us find a way 
that is fair and just. 

1 greatly appreciate 
and respect the efforts of 
Orange Grove residents 
and Council members 
who are working so hard 
on this project and want 
to say “Thank you.” 
I speak also for the “si¬ 
lent partners,” the many 
friends and neighbors, 
residents of both Arcadia 
and Sierra Madre, who 
have expressed to nie their 
feelings on this.

e We had it all. We were in Wayne, Ne¬ 
braska, the past weekend for a college reunion 
at Wayne State College. It was wonderful. 

'e When we left Sierra Madre, the weather 
had been in the 90s and 100s. When we landed 
in Wayne, Nebraska, we could see our breaths. 
It got down into the 20s when the snow/sleet 
started to fall. 

a As you look over the countryside, you can 
see where it’s precipitating and where the sun 
shines. The sun shines on you and a mile 
away you can see the storms working the 
trees. 

• We slipped over silver strips of highway 
cutting through corn fields, groves of multi¬ 
colored trees, “grassy green” meadows. Up 
over each hill was another surprise of land 
that was set in perfrect rows with fences only 
where animals needed to be restricted - pig 
farms, many cattle feeders or “steak farms” 
as we called them. And just plain farms 
where they planted crops and harvested them. 

• Houses are set squarely. I had forgotten 
the orderliness, the preci.seness, the wild beauty 
of my home stomping grounds, where 1 was 
born and rai,sed. 

I had forgotten the no-nonsense windmills 
still pumping water from wells. Posts are 
straight; poles are “plumbed.” 


• There were Christmas tree farms, pumpkins 
as big as a child’s wagon snuggled into piles 
along the roadside. Trees clumped here and 
there in sloughs or riding the creeks, all volun¬ 
teer because of the water that feeds them. Many 
rows of trees had been planted to protect farms 
from the heavy winter winds bringing the bliz¬ 
zards smashing against faces and buildings. 

• We had forgotten the alfalfa dehydration 
plants, and they were there but not working 
because of the weekend. Near them were the 
huge sod rolls, ready to be put through the 
plants that you can smell for miles. It’s a 
green, sneezy smell. 


• There were test fields for seed corn, each 
row identified by the germination of the seeds. 
There were giant brown stacks that looked like 
bread loaves in many fields. They don’t just 
pile the hay into a stack anymore; they care¬ 
fully design this “loaf” with the help of new 
machines. And there were the giant spiders 
of irrigation pipes and accoutrements that 
water the fields.

The year was the latter part of 1974 and 
the early part of 1975 and news letters were 
coming to the Sierra Madre News from Sacra¬ 
mento telling all about a new law that had been 
passed whereby communities could build parks, 
city halls, recreational facilities, public build¬ 
ings, streets or anything that would be to the 
benefit of the public as a whole and without 
taxpayers having to pay the costs. The law 
was passed to help blighted cities acquire the 
many things that they could not otherwise secure 

Now I have been taught to believe that 
anything that you are offered for nothing just 
does not exist. There seems to always be a 
catch embodied in the rules and regulations. 
But still, these memorandum and news letters 
were coming out of our state capital! Surely 
there must be something valid in their announce¬ 
ments, so I decided to try and find out what it 
was all about. I wrote to my Congressman, 
Bud Collier, asking for all information avail¬ 
able concerning the new law. 

Bud Collier was on the ball and immediately 
sent me the 64-page booklet containing the law 
as it was passed by the California Legislature. 
It was for what they called “the blighted area” 
and was to be known as the CRA. Along with 
the booklet were several news releases regard¬ 
ing cities that were then using the new law to 
rebuild their blighted areas, such as Carson and 


the bunker Hill area in Los Angeles. The 
Carson project interested me the most as they 
were deep in rehabilitating their city, I learned 
much from their project. 

I spent considerable time in studying the 
CRA booklet and checking out the CRA activity 
in Carson. 1 then presented the proposition 
to the City Council. Ralph Rule was the Mayor 
at the time. He and the Council were very 
impressed with the presentation, seeing the possi¬ 
bilities for our city. Mayor Rule turned the 
project over to attorney Charles Martin for his 
comments and suggestions. Several weeks later 
attorney Martin gave his approval to proceed 
with utilizing the law as written. 

In the meantime the City Council was re¬ 
organized and Councilman Gordon Rudolph 
was named Mayor. Mayor Rudolph was very 
enthusiastic about the possibilities of the new 
law and appointed R. Robert Evans as chair¬ 
man of an Ad Hoc Committee. The committee 
was to test out the community concerning the 
building of a new Police and Fire facility, 
reporting back to the Council at each regular 
meeting. At this time a CRA Board was 
approved, consisting of members of the City 
Council, as it does today. It was established 
that the Board would meet 30 minutes ahead 
of each council meeting. 


• The college food hadn’t changed -so-so. 
Faces of the teachers had changed; however, 
the names of earlier teachers now stood in signs 
as names of streets on campus. The kids looked 
much younger than we were when we were in 
college, much the same as the pilots who drive 
our planes. Can they graduate from school 
that young?

In spite of their youth (or is it because of it?) 
they were charming and knowledgeable. 

• The visit with Marbee James and her cats 
in Council Bluffs was great. It was the first 
time we had been in her home for years. 


• Seeing Pat Prather, Patsy Hook Straight 
and Lloyd, Dr. Bob and Jean Benthack, 

Chuck and Annie Kay, Clete and Vonnie 
Sharer, Chuck and Evelyn McDermott, Diana 
and A1 Cramer, the George Thorbecks at 
dinner was great. And seeing Ken Olds, Don’s 
former law partner, was a marvelous treat. 

You people don’t change, thank heavens.

For example, the USSR is experiencing a trans¬ 
formation as significant as the revolution that 
delivered them into communism. They are 
warming...albeit slowly...to the outer garments 
of capitalism. They are placing soldiers on 
farms, and young students are now participating 
in a form of Program Head Start. Some one 
should warn them, however, that there are dark 
sides to democratic abundance. 

It’s ironic that as Russia...formerly a sym¬ 
bol of fear and totalitarianism...is going into 
overdrive in their pursuit of capitalistic work¬ 
ings, we, as the centerpiece of free enterprise, 
and the epitome of democracy, are fighting 
a horrific battle to keep peace and order in 
virtually every segment of our society. 

Although for me it’s hard to do, let’s not 
spend more than a moment on the fact that in 
L.A. County, there have been over 20,(X)0 
murders in the past six years. True, most of 
the violent crime others have to deal with is 
foreign to our city, but many of you just 
don’t want to hear about it. Pause for a mo¬ 
ment and look around you. Do you have to 
go to the airport? I would suggest strongly 
that you stay on the freeways. The real 
estate close to LAX is like Beirut. Going to the 
Arcadia Mall? Take your second car...it is 
prime turf for car thieves. Been to the Pomona 
Fair? Did you get a funny feeling about some 
of the crowd? 


Things just aren’t like what they used to be 
out there. We have it nice here...walk the streets 
at night...the little town nobody knows about. 
When violence does pop its head it’s usually 
domestic, and although we have a steady stream 
of burglaries in homes and businesses, we are 
very low on the crime scale. The problem is, 
the menace is coming closer. 

Take the Hastings shopping area, where 
the theater and Hughes Market is. There is a 
steady supply of hapless characters who pop up 
as you exit or get into your car and offer to 
wash your windows. Some think this is clever 
and something to smile at. I think it sets the 
stage for serious problems. At night, with a 
lone female, it is a setting for disaster. Every¬ 
thing, it seems, is relative to us. If these 
“characters” found a way to accost children on 
the way home from school (e.g., a cute little 
magic act or two) we’d move on it, wouldn’t we? 

Unfortunately, our democratic model, rich 
with individual liberties, falls on its face some¬ 
times. “But we have unlimited freedoms, don’t 
we?” Frankly, my friend, anyone who thinks 
we have unlimited freedoms is dangerous. 

I said earlier that it was ironic that Russia 
was tending in our direction. The irony is, 
they can look at our efforts and see the great 
mechanisms for growth, prosperity and free¬ 
dom...but they can also see that we have failed 
to keep our liberated souls in order.

If independent business owners in down¬ 
towns thought the ’80s were tough, experts 
around the country suggest the ’90s will become 
even more competitive. 

During a keynote speech to the Inter¬ 
national Alliance Women’s Conference last 
year, sociologist Nina Guen opened by saying: 
“While demography may not be destiny, the 
shifts that took place in the ’80s and will 
continue well into the ’90s cannot be ignored 
if your businesses are to remain healthy in 
the decade ahead. Successful firms will be re¬ 
quired to incorporate demographic and related 
changes in life style patterns into their business 
stratagems.’’ 

She goes on to cite some classic business 
bloopers of the ’80s that could have been averted 
if the decision-makers involved had understood 
how demographic factors influence consumer 
decisions. Those demographic changes - shifts 
in male/female population, slowed population 
growth rate, increase in number of working 
women, etc. - are just as important to Sierra 
Madre business owners as they are to the Coea- 
Cola company. 


According to an article in the Visual 
Merchandising and Store Design magazine, re¬ 
tailers will be affected by three significant 
developments. First, the disappearance of the 
mass market. Second, an overall shrinkage of 
the retailing industry. Third, the emergence of 
technology as the dominant art form by the 
year 2000. These are factors which will change 
day-to-day business with regard to marketing 
and operations. 

The most obvious threat to growth and 
survival right now is the apparently sluggish 
economy. According to Los Angeles Times 
reporter Jane Applegate, “No matter what kind 
of business you’re in, consultants say now is 
the perfrect time to revise your strategy. Com¬ 
panies that retrench now have a better chance 
of surviving, if not flourishing, in a slack 
economy.” 

Article after article cites customer service 
as the single most important thing an indepen¬ 
dent business owner can do. According to Bob 
Blyh, a copywriter and marketing consultant 
based in New Milford, N.J., now is the time 
to “wrap a warm blanket” around all your 
valued customers or clients because this is a bad 
time to lose them. He emphasizes it is more 
important than ever to emphasize the business’ 
credibility and reputation as a company custom¬ 
ers can depend on for excellent products and 
services. 

While customers become more price-sensi¬ 
tive and prone to shop around during these 
cool economic times, the experts warn retailers 
to consider reducing prices by 15 to 20 per¬ 
cent, but don’t instantly lower them to rock- 
bottom. You may never be able to raise them 
again, they caution. 

According to Lawrence Kohn, president of 
Kohn Communications in Century City, “There 
is nothing like personal contact when times are 
lean.” That’s a marketing strategy every down¬ 
town business owner can afford to implement, 
and a proven one that retains valued customers.

‘Visually inspect the combustion area before each heating season. Accumulation of 
dirt and soot can result in low-efficiency.

Monrovia resident Jim

The trail, which is dif¬ 
ficult because it is not 
well defined and often 
follows animal trails, 
was made more challeng¬ 
ing because of the 8.4 
inches of rain that fell 
during the 24-hour run. 
The rain caused the 
trails to be muddy, and 
O’Brien said it was like 
running through “choco¬ 
late pudding.” 

An international field 
of 115 runners started 
the race, which took run¬ 
ners up 26,000 feet and 
down 24,000 feet on a 
course that began at 5000 


feet and went up as high 
as 10,000 feet. Of the 
57 finishers, O’Brien was 
the only runner to break 
24 hours. He finished 
in 22 hours, 55 minutes. 

He said that he went 
with the intent of challeng¬ 
ing the course record; 
however, the weather 
forced him to relax his 
goals. 

O’Brien, who also 
works as head cross 
country and track coach 
at Caltech, is preparing 
for the Edmund Fitz¬ 
gerald lOOK National 
Championship to take 
place in Duluth, Minne¬ 
sota on Oct. 26. 

Other races O’Brien 
has won are the Lead- 
ville Trail 100, which 
was a record-setting 
run, and the Angeles 
Crest 100 mile, where he 
set the course record in 
1989.
